Gentlemen: 

Transmitted herewith is the proposed budget of the Santa Clara 
County Flood Control and Water District for Fiscal Year 1972-73. 

In formulating this budget, the Directors of the District have 
based the Flood Control Planning and Construction Schedules on 
the recommendations of Flood Control Advisory Committees. In 
the Water Utility Budget, funds are provided for the construction 
of the Penitencia Water Treatment Plant and the Evergreen Pipeline 
to provide a vitally needed service to the east side of the valley. 
Studies of major importance included within the Budget consist of 
an investigation of the possibility of use of reclaimed water as 
a source of water supply and the conclusion of the study of Bay 
Front flooding problems. An expanded maintenance program is also 
included to improve the environment as well as the efficiency of 
our flood control channels. 

The Budget as proposed does not require any increase in water 
charges or tax rates. Water charges were set in accordance with 
the pricing policy adopted by the Board of Directors in 1971 and 
remain at the same level established for 1971-72 - at $8 per acre- 
foot for agricultural groundwater, $30 per acre-foot for municipal 
and industrial groundwater and $65 per acre-foot for treated water. 
For the convenience of the Board, the following two pages contain 
tables which show (a) a comparison of tax rates in all zones of the 
District for Fiscal Years 1971-72 and 1972-73, and (b) a summariza¬ 
tion of all flood control and water utility expenditures together 
with all expenditures which are charged directly to the District.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District has 
the responsibility for the reduction of flood hazards, the con¬ 
servation of local water resources and the provision of an 
adequate water supply for all of Santa Clara County. The achieve¬ 
ment of these basic functions is essential to the continuing 
prosperity and economic growth of the area. 

DISTRICT FUNCTIONS 


Activities of the District include basic data collection in 
and hydrologic investigations of the watersheds within the County, 
reduction and evaluation of hydrologic and water supply data, 
analysis of the flood potentials, the planning of flood control 
and water supply projects, the preparation of engineering designs 
for and the construction of approved facilities, and the operation 
and maintenance of the constructed facilities. The District also 
provides equipment and personnel to assist in alleviating problems 
arising during periods of flooding. 

Flood control activities of the District consist of the 
protection and improvement of the flood control facilities shown 
on page 4. Under existing regulations, it is the District's 
responsibility to prevent encroachments into the waterways in 
any manner that would obstruct or diminish the necessary capacity 
of the channel whether or not ownership is in the District. At 
present, the District owns approximately 136 miles of channel 
rights-of-way in which major improvements have been constructed. 
The District maintains all rights-of-way in which it has a 
proprietary interest. 

The District, in its water supply activities, maintains and 
operates reservoirs having a total capacity of 157,000 acre-feet 
in the mountains surrounding the Santa Clara Valley for the 
storage of local runoff water. Water captured in these reservoirs 
during the winter months is released during the dry season for 
percolation (filtering into the underground water table) into 
the groundwater basin beneath the Santa Clara Valley. Facilities 
for the treatment and wholesale distribution of imported and 
locally conserved water for domestic consumption are also owned 
and operated by the District. This program provides an alternate 
source of water to the local retail water companies whose major 
source of water at present is the groundwater basin. 
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DISTRICT FINANCING 


Zones 


In order to insure an equitable financing program for 
capital improvements within the District and for the administra¬ 
tion, planning construction, operation and maintenance of these 
improvements, the District has been divided into zones of benefit. 
Five of these zones established by the District are for flood 
control activities. Their boundaries approximately conform to 
watershed boundaries as shown on page 4. 

Three zones have been established for the conservation, 
distribution and treatment of water conserved and imported into 
Santa Clara County. 

Zone W-2 encompasses the Santa Clara Valley groundwater 
basin and was formed for the registration of those ground- 
water producing facilities that benefit from the recharge 
of the groundwater basin with local and imported water. 

In this zone, a charge is levied for groundwater extracted 
and the revenue thus derived is used to support the District's 
conservation and importation program. 

Zone W-4 encompasses all of Zone W-2 plus the lands of water 
consumers outside of Zone W-2 that use or otherwise benefit 
from locally conserved water and from the importation and 
distribution of water from the South Bay Aqueduct of the 
State Water Project. In this zone, a property tax is levied 
to pay for the cost of water purchased to recover the 
accumulated overdraft in the groundwater basin so that 
subsidence can be controlled and an emergency supply of 
water will be available. 

Zone W-3 encompasses lands of water consumers whose source 
of water is derived from the Coyote groundwater basin 
extending from Metcalf Road on the north to just south of 
Morgan Hill. This zone was originally formed to assist in 
financing local water conservation facilities through a 
property tax on land only. 

The boundaries of these three zones are shown on page 5. 
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Revenue 


The District levies a small District-wide administrative tax 
on secured and unsecured property which is used to purchase vari¬ 
ous fixed assets required in the overall operation of the District 
administrative offices and to finance Governmental Programs of 
general benefit to all of Santa Clara County. 

Each flood control zone of the Flood Control and Water 
District is a cost center with its own budget. The expenditures 
within each zone for all programs are shown on the program 
summary sheets within each zone budget. Ad valorem taxes are 
levied in each of the flood control zones based upon estimates 
of the work to be accomplished each budget year. In those zones 
where bonds have been approved, the total tax levy is sufficient 
to cover the cost of interest and redemption of the bonds in 
addition to any work financed by current taxes. 

Budgeting for the Water Utility is accomplished on an 
enterprise fund basis. Water supply activities are partially 
financed by a Countywide ad valorem tax to pay for the capital 
cost of import facilities and for the Countywide recreational 
benefits derived from the District's reservoirs. A portion of 
this tax is refunded by the District directly to the cities of 
Palo Alto, Mountain View, Sunnyvale and Milpitas, to Stanford 
University and to the-Purissima Hills Water District. Each of 
the entities receiving a refund purchases water from the City 
of San Francisco. The amount refunded is based on the percent¬ 
age of water purchased from the City of San Francisco in com¬ 
parison to the total amount of water consumed by each city or 
district. This refund is limited to a maximum of 60 percent of 
the amount of taxes collected from the city or district. The 
major source of water supply income is a charge levied on all 
groundwater extracted within Zone W-2 of the District and from 
the sale of treated water. Other sources of revenue result 
from the levy of ad valorem taxes in Zones W-4 and W-3 and 
from the sale of surface delivered untreated water. 

Due to the requirements of the uniform accounting practices 
adopted by the State, it is necessary to divide expenditures 
from the Water Utility funds into various categories which con¬ 
stitute cost centers of the Water Utility.

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THE BUDGET CONCEPT 


The total District Budget is composed of four major catego¬ 
ries of sub-budgets—The Flood Control Zones, The Water Utility, 
The District and The Equipment Working Capital Fund. 

Within these four major categories, all the activities of 
the District are further categorized into separate financial 
accounting centers, known as COST CENTERS in which costs are 
accumulated because of legal and accounting requirements. Since 
each Flood Control Zone is in the nature of a separate legal sub¬ 
entity of the District, each Flood Control Zone is a Cost Center 
for which separate accounts are kept. In the Water Utility, on 
the other hand, the Zones are not Cost Centers in and of them¬ 
selves, but are revenue producing areas which contribute income 
to the operation of the Water Utility. Cost Centers in the 
Water Utility are maintained to conform to uniform accounting 
practices prescribed by the State of California. These Cost 
Centers are as follows: 

Source of Supply Cost Center - which accumulates all costs 
related to obtaining or producing a supply of water includ¬ 
ing all reservoir conservation costs and importation costs. 

Raw Water Transmission and Distribution Cost Center - which 
accumulates all costs related to the distribution of raw 
water including pipelines, canals, and percolation ponds. 

Water Treatment Cost Center - which accumulates all costs 
associated with the purification of water, namely the 
Rinconada Water Treatment Plant and the Penitencia Water 
Treatment Plant. 

Treated Water Transmission and Distribution Cost Center - 
which accumulates all costs related to the distribution of 
treated water to retail customers, including pipelines, 
turnouts and regulating reservoirs transporting treated 
water. 

Administration and General cost Center - which accumulates 
all costs of the Water Utility of an administrative nature 
and which cannot be charged to the other four categories of 
Cost Centers including costs related to the collection of 
groundwater charges, pricing analyses, preparation of 
required annual reports, water management and similar relat¬ 
ed activities. 
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The District Budget and the Equipment Working Capital Fund 
each has only one Cost Center. 

Within each of the above Cost Centers, a general category or 
grouping of activities can be determined. These activities are 
called. PROGRAMS . Since the fundamental activities of the District 
are to plan, construct, maintain and operate various physical 
assets and to administer the various goals of a Cost Center, these 
fundamental activities are considered the Programs of the District 
An analysis of the District's Programs would show the following 
allocation of activities to be within the Programs cited: 

Administration - includes all District labor. District 
Equipment and Contractual Services required in the adminis¬ 
tration of a cost center. 

Planning - Includes all District Labor, District Equipment 
and Contractual Services on projects up to and including the 
preparation of hearing plans and certain special studies. 

Construction - Includes all District Labor, use or purchase 
of Equipment, and Contractual Services which result in the 
completion or acquisition of a new physical asset or project 
or a substantial improvement to the life or value of a 
physical project. 

Ma intenance - Includes all work performed on. District pro¬ 
jects, facilities or equipment which results in maintaining 
constructed works or equipment in the original condition. 

Operations - Includes the work performed to release, divert, 
treat or transport water into or through physical District 
projects. 

Governmental - Includes research and development projects, of 
long term value not chargeable to current projects. This 
program is found only in the District Cost Center. 

The work within the above Programs is performed on PROJECTS . 
It is the bringing together of specific types of work, such as 
planning or construction, to be performed on Projects which 
develop the various Programs. Projects are defined as physical 
assets, completed studies, or administrative and operating 
objectives. Whenever a single Project benefits Programs in more 
than one Cost Center, the costs are allocated by Program to the 
benefited Cost Center. 



DISTRICT FUNDS 


Each of the Cost Centers, except those in Water Utility, 
has its own separate fund and its own budget. In the Water 
Utility, expenditures from the various cost centers are expended 
from a single water utility fund. In all of the District budgets 
the balance between income and costs for each of these funds is 
shown on the Summary of Revenue and Expenditures. These summaries 
show anticipated sources of revenue and tax rates, with expen¬ 
ditures listed according to requirements of governmental account¬ 
ing as well as by program expenditure. Following the summary 
sheets in each budget are the expenditures in each cost center 
for each project within each program. 


PROGRAMS 


Three of the programs in all of the Cost Centers are on¬ 
going and continuing programs which do not vary in nature from 
year to year. They are the Administration, Maintenance and 
Operations Programs. The following explanation will apply to 
all of the budgets in the Flood Control, Water Utility and 
District Cost Centers. 

Administration Program 


All expenditures for the Administration Program in each of 
the Cost Centers can be found listed by project on the Adminis¬ 
tration Program Summary for the particular Cost Center. The 
projects in the Administration Program are as follows: 

Administrative Projects 

In the Flood Control Zone and Water Utility Cost Centers 
this project consists of District labor expenses and outside 
services for administrative, support of the particular Cost 
Center. These support activities are of a general administrative 
nature consisting of meetings, real estate administration, survey 
administration, updating of manuals, complaint investigation, . 
storm patrol during periods of emergency and other general 
activities applicable to the Cost Center. 
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Except for storm patrol and complaint investigation, the 
above activities are included in administrative projects for the 
District Cost Center which, in addition, have the following 
activities: budget and workload analyses, personnel recruitment, 

personnel education and training, insurance management, and 
administrative analysis. 

Ordinance Administration 

To this project is charged the District labor costs and 
outside inspection services related to the administration of the 
District Policy Resolution and the enforcement of Ordinance 59-1 
(Permits Ordinance 1 ) as such activities relate to the physical 
flood control or water utility facilities within the particular 
cost center. 

Insurance 

The Insurance Project bears that portion of insurance costs 
to the District for liability coverage for flood control or water 
utility facilities within the cost center based upon the miles of 
channel, canal or pipeline within the cost center. 

Unplanned Studies 


This project provides a contingency item for special types 
of work which result in the interruption to the scheduled work 
flow. Usually the work consists of special analyses or reports 
called for during the budget year which could not be foreseen, 
and are often initiated because of requests from management or 
the Board of Directors. 

Debt Service 


This project covers the cost of bond principal and interest, 
including paying-agent services, for retirement of bonds sold 
to construct physical assets for the respective cost center. 

Replacement.Fund (Water Utility Cost Centers only) 

The replacement fund is established in each of the Water 
Utility Cost Centers to replace moving equipment such as motors, 
valves and other types of mechanical or electrical equipment 
which have a relatively short-life of up to 25 years. 
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Source of Supply Cost Center 


In-County Credit (Water Utility - 

only) 


The project provides funds for reimbursement of prorated 
taxes to the cities, special districts and Stanford University 
as approved by the governing board of the District per resolution 
adopted November 23, 1964. Anticipated reimbursements to these 
entities are as follows;

State Water Project (Water Utility - Source of Supply Cost Center 

only) 


This project provides funds for costs to cover general liai¬ 
son and coordination activities associated with the State of 
California for that portion of the South Bay Aqueduct serving 
Santa Clara County, including the District's contribution to the 
Association of State Water Project Agencies. 


Federal Water Project (Water Utility - Source of Supply Cost Center 

only) 

This project provides funds for costs to cover general 
liaison and coordination activities associated with the Federal 
Government related to the San Felipe Division of the Central 
Valley Project, including the District's contribution to the 
San Felipe Committee. 

Collection and Measurement (Water Utility - Administration' and 

General Cost Center only) 

This project consists of activities necessary for the 
collection of the groundwater charges in Zone W-2 and the pro¬ 
cessing and recording of surface water diversion applications. 

It includes office and field duties, all necessary filing, 
record keeping, public assistance, data process work, field 
surveillance and installation, and repair and maintenance of 
water production measurement devices in support of collecting 
groundwater and surface water charges. 
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Fiscal Services Project (District Cost Center only) 


This project provides accounting services for all areas of 
the District including flood control accounting, water utility 
accounting, general governmental accounting, payroll, invest¬ 
ments and revenue accounting. 

Secretarial Services Project (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides the secretarial and clerical services 
for the entire District. It includes activities for personnel 
records, reception services, library service, filing, mail 
distribution, maintenance of minutes for committees and the 
Board of Directors, and dictation, typing and general secretarial 
services. ■' 

General Services Project (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides for tima spent in general activities 
such as purchasing, reproduction, equipment and materials inven¬ 
tory, administrative offices maintenance and messenger service. 

Management Project (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides a category for management personnel 
of the District. it covers the costs of the General Manager, 
the Director and Deputy Directors of the Engineering Department, 
the Director and Assistant Director of the Department of Adminis¬ 
tration and Finance, the Director of the Public Services Depart¬ 
ment, the Clerk of the Board and the General Counsel. 

Public Education (District Cost Center only) 

This project includes labor required in providing tours of 
District facilities, presenting tables, slide shows, etc., on 
District functions; writing, editing and publishing the Annual 
Report and leaflets and brochures describing the District; pre¬ 
paring news releases and the development of educational films. 

Data Processing-Engineering (District Cost Center only) 

This project provides for time spent in administrative 
activities related to scientific and engineering data processing, 
including system design, programming, debugging and production 
runs, which are of District-wide benefit and cannot be charged 
to a specific project in Flood Control or Water Utility Cost 
Centers. 
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Data Processing-Business (District Cost Center only) 


This project provides for time spent in system analysis, 
program development and program operation in business applications 
of data processing of general benefit to the entire District.. 

Maintenance Program 

This program is designed to provide effective maintenance of 
the physical assets of the District so that such facilities will 
be kept in a condition equal to the originally constructed improve 
ment. Maintenance activities in the District Cost Center consist 
of maintaining the office and maintenance buildings on Almaden 
Expressway and the maintenance of Class IV equipment consisting of 
such items as jackhammers, compressors, power saws, portable pumps 
and the like. In the Water Utility the major activity consists of 
maintaining the mechanical, electrical, telemetry and laboratory 
equipment associated with the reservoirs, canals, the treatment 
plant and the high pressure distribution lines. Water utility 
rights-of-way also require weed and brush control, tree removal 
and trimming, access road maintenance and miscellaneous paving and 
fencing activities. in the Flood Control Cost Centers the normal 
maintenance activities consist of erosion control, weed and brush 
control, tree removal and trimming, silt and debris removal, 
access road maintenance, and miscellaneous fencing and paving 
activities. However, in the proposed budget there are two items 
of special interest which exceed the program of normal maintenance 

First, a modest landscaping plan is to be initiated which is 
designed to landscape several of the more busily traveled street 
crossings of the District's channels in the North Central, Central 
and East Zones. This landscaping will be performed on the 
Sunnyvale East Channel in the North Central Zone; Ross, Greystone, 
Golf, and Canoas Creeks in the Central Zone; Lower Penitencia, 
South Babb, Berryessa, Los Coches and Piedmont Creeks in the East 
Zone . 


Second, on certain' projects there are special items of work 
above and beyond, the normal maintenance activities-described above 
Work on these projects involves special expenses and are listed as 
follows: 

Northwest Zone 


Permanente Creek - The-bay front levees under our jurisdic¬ 
tion are to be widened and raised. The estimated cost is 
$36,000. 
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Stevens Creek 


There has been considerable siltation taking 
place on this project in the lower reaches below Bayshore 
Highway. This material is planned to be removed and used to 
widen and strengthen our levees in this area for an approxi¬ 
mate cost of $25,000. 

North Central Zone 


Calabazas Creek - There are a number of areas on this project 
that have silted quite badly and will require significant 
debris and silt removal to increase the capacity of the 
channel. The estimated cost is $30,000. 

Sunnyvale East - A number of locations on this project have 
erosion problems which will need to be corrected to prevent 
damage to adjacent properties. The cost of this work for 
this fiscal year will be $35,000. 

Guadalupe Slough - There are a number of areas along the 
slough levees that will require additional work to strengthen 
and stabilize the levee. Some of the existing levees have 
had minor slip-outs requiring this work to be done. This 
cost is estimated at $52,000. 

Central Zone 


Canoas Creek - In some areas along this project the access 
roads will have to be modified to provide enough width to 
allow maintenance equipment to travel along the channel. 

This will be done by lowering the access road at an estimated 
cost of $25,000. 

Guadalupe River - The channel between Bayshore Freeway and 
Highway 17 needs reshaping. The low flow channel that 
presently exists meanders back and forth across the bottom. 

It is proposed to reshape the channel to provide a low flow 
channel in the center which will reduce erosion of the channel 
banks. We have completed this project from Bayshore Freeway 
to Montague Expressway during previous years. A continuation 
of this work upstream is estimated at $40,000. 

Ross Creek - There are a number of erosion problems on the 
channel that need to be corrected at a cost of $20,000. 
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East Zone 


Coyote Creek - This creek, from the Old Oakland Highway to 
the Bay, was cleaned of debris and plant growth in the channel 
bottom approximately three years ago. The channel has become 
overgrown again and needs to be cleared. The estimated cost 
is $40,000. 

Sierra Creek - In some areas along this project the access 
roads will have to be modified to provide enough width to 
allow maintenance equipment to operate while performing 
maintenance work. This cost is estimated at $15,000. 

South Zone 


Pajaro River - We will continue our maintenance program on 
this project of cleaning the growth from the channel bottom 
to improve the flood carrying capacity of the existing 
channel. This clearing will continue upstream from the work 
completed in 1971-72. It is intended that $30,000 be spent 
for this clearing. 

Operations Program 

There is no Operations Program in the Flood Control Zone Cost 
Centers. In the Water Utility the Operations Program is quite " 
important. Operating costs include payments to the State for all 
costs of the South Bay Aqueduct and are a major portion of the 
Water Utility expenditures. Operations activities in the Water 
Utility consist of operating the reservoirs, canals, pipelines, 
percolation ponds, the water treatment plant, and many valves on 
the high-pressure distribution lines. 

Planning Program 

There are three planning projects which are allocated between 
the various zones or between flood control zones and the water 
utility. These projects are described as follows: 

Bay Front Levee Project - This project is in the final year 
of a three year study. It will determine the requirements 
for flood protection from tidal waters of San Francisco Bay. 
The activity for the budget year is to cover final meetings 
with interested groups to bring the study to a successful 
completion. This study is for the benefit of the Northwest, 
North Central, Central and East Zones and the cost is 
allocated 25% to each of those four zones. 



Guadalupe River and Coyote Creek - This project supplies 
District support to the Corps of Engineers analysis for 
improvements to Guadalupe River and Coyote Creek. The 
project is allocated between the Central and East Zones, 
each zone paying 50% of the cost. 

Coyote Creek Dam - The project consists of a feasibility 
study of Los Osos Dam on Coyote Creek including operation 
studies, preliminary geological investigations, economic 
analyses and environmental impact studies. Since the 
project may result in flood control benefits to the East 
Zone as well as water supply benefits to the water utility 
the project is allocated between the East Zone and the 
Source of Supply Cost Center on a 50% basis. 

In the flood control zones the following planning projects 
are included within the current budget: 


Northwest Zone 


Adobe Creek - This project is an analysis of various • 
types of construction for the reach from El Camino Real to 
the headwaters of the creek including an analysis of the 
possibility of a flood plain. A hearing report on this 
analysis will be completed. 

Stevens Creek - This project consists of the preparation 
of hearing plans and a report for the reach of Stevens Creek 
from Stevens Creek Reservoir to Central Avenue in the City 
of Mountain View. This project was started in 1971-72 and 
is to be completed within the budget year. 


East Zone 

\ 

East Zone Bond Report - ’ This project consists of the 
consolidation of all. updated preliminary and engineering 
hearing plans and reports to enable the Board in the deter¬ 
mination of the advisability of financing a general obliga¬ 
tion bond of the East Zone for the East Zone Projects. 
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South Zone 


Pajaro River - This project consists of coordination with the 
Corps of Engineers of the study of single purpose flood con¬ 
trol measures and other multi-purpose projects which are 
under consideration by the Corps of Engineers. 

Jones Creek - This project consists of preparation of hearing 
plans and a report for flood control improvements on the 
reach of Jones Creek from Dunlap Road to its confluence with 
Llagas Creek. A major portion of the project should be com¬ 
pleted in the budget year. 

In the Water Utility the following planning projects are budgeted: 
Source of Supply Cost Center 

Well Injection of Reclaimed Wastewater - This project consists 
of the preparation of a Geologic Engineering and Environmental 
Evaluation Report on well injection of reclaimed wastewater 
into the shallow aquifer of the Santa Clara Groundwater Basin. 
The report will serve as a basis for application for State 
and Federal grants for implementation of the project. 

Calero Reservoir - This project provides for liaison with the 
State of California and any necessary investigations relative 
to the District's application for Davis-Grunsky Funds for 
the purpose of enlarging Calero Dam and Reservoir. 

Dam Seepage Investigation - This project is a continuation 
of the District's seepage investigation at the right abutment 
of the main dam of Calero Reservoir including liaison with 
the State Division of Safety of Dams. 

Effects of Urbanization on Percolation within Stream Channels 


This project is a proposed cooperative study with the U. S. 
Geological Survey to analyze the effect of urbanization in 
two selected watersheds in the District. This information 
is required to properly evaluate grading ordinances and to 
design channels taking into account the hydrological effects 
of urbanization in urbanizing areas as such urbanization 
relates to percolation in streambed channels. 
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Reservoir Landslide Investigation - This project is a con¬ 
tinuing study which will provide a more detailed analysis 
and investigation of problems which were discovered from 
last year’s reconnaissance investigation. Additionally 
this project includes a continuation of the monitoring of 
Anderson Reservoir for potential landslide areas. The 
project contemplates installation of additional instrumenta¬ 
tion, any necessary photography and consultation. 

Raw Water Transportation and Distribution Cost Center 

Canal Landslide Study - This project is a continuation of 
last year's study and includes continued monitoring of 
reference monuments together with consultation and field 
investigation if necessary. This project is to be concluded 
within the budget year. 

Resistivity Data Evaluation - This project consists of the 
plotting and interpretation of resistivity survey data in 
the groundwater basins of the District. This study is part 
of the District's continuing effort to locate and evaluate 
the potential artificial groundwater recharge areas. 

Water Treatment Cost Center 


Lime Feed System - This project will analyze the feasibility 
of providing a Lime Feed System at the Rinconada Water 
Treatment Plant. It is anticipated that a Lime Feed System 
will reduce annual operating costs as well as increasing 
the flexibility of planned operations. 


Administration and General Cost Center 


Groundwater Basin Analysis - This project is a continuation 
of the cooperative work with the Department of Water 
Resources to develop a groundwater model for the basins of 
the County and to further study the management of water 
resources of the District. 

Waste Water Reclamation - This project is a continuation of 
the study being done by Consoer-Bechtel on waste water 
reclamation feasibility. Funds are provided for the comple¬ 
tion of Phase I of the study and initiation of Phase II. 
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Lexington Reservoir Enlargement - This project consists of 
a preliminary study to evaluate the feasibility of enlarging 
Lexington Reservoir by raising the dam height. General 
costs and benefits would be determined so that a decision 
could be made as to whether a further and more detailed 
benefit cost analysis is warranted. 

Power Requirements - This project consists of a continued 
review of the District's needs for power,power costs, inte¬ 
gration of power sources with the District's needs, a review 
of capability for pumped storage at District facilities and 
the economic evaluation of alternatives. 

Coyote Groundwater Basin - It is the intent of this project 
to use the previously developed mathematical model that 
simulates the Coyote Groundwater Basin for the purpose of 
indicating the proper operation of the basin. Quarterly 
the model vrould be run based upon real data and the opera¬ 
tion of the basin for the succeeding quarter. This would 
be the District's first attempt to manage a groundwater 
basin, based on a model analysis. 

Financial and Cash Flow Study - This project consists of an 
evaluation of the effects of various alternate construction 
programs on the District's financial position and the pre¬ 
paration of an annual financial analysis of the water 
utility as required by Section 26.5 of the District's Act. 
Funds are also included for review of the water utility zone 
boundaries so that necessary modifications may be made 
therein, if necessary, to provide taxing equity. 

Annual Water Supply Balance - This study will evaluate in a 
general way the hydrologic balance of the groundwater basins 
of the District. This is a continuing project adding infor¬ 
mation needed to keep aware of changes in supply and extrac¬ 
tions as they affect the groundwater levels and to maintain 
an understanding as to how these factors are reflected in 
the water resources management program of the District. 

Advance Planning - Demand, Supply and Distribution - This 
is a study for continuous review of the prospective water 
demands, the various sources of supply and the methods of 
distributing the total supply to meet the demand. The 
study will provide the District with information on which 
both short term and long term decisions can be made. 



Water Quality Study - This project will complete the basic 
evaluation of the known water quality problem areas in the 
District and the determination of the geologic control 
within these, areas. The project also includes selected 
short term studies requested by the Regional Water Quality 
Control Board in special problem areas and continuous moni¬ 
toring programs selected to maintain surveillance of present 
and potential water quality problem areas. The project 
includes an analyses of the surface and groundwater supplies 
and disposals. 

Advance Planning - Telemetry Control - This project consists 
of the initial study for future development of the supervi¬ 
sory control telemetry system. The project will analyze 
how future additions and expansions should be accomplished. 
This study will provide a long range plan for development 
and will minimize rework as expansion takes place. 

Construction Program 

The construction program in the five flood control zones 

provides for construction of the following capital improvements; 

Northwest Zone 


Adobe Creek - The levee raising project from Bayshore 
Freeway to upstream of Lewis Road will be completed and 
if agreement can be reached with local interests on the 
type of construction an improvement project from Tepa Way 
to Elena will be undertaken. 

Barron Creek - The levee raising project from Bayshore 
Freeway to near Lewis Road will be completed. 

Hale Creek - This is an experimental project to test the 
acceptability of textured concrete lining of channel sections 
together with re-establishment of native vegetation after 
the work is completed. The proposal is to install a short 
section of near vertical walled textured concrete channel 
near Magdalena Avenue. 

Stevens Creek - A designated floodway map will be prepared 
based upon the channel design approved at the conclusion of 
the public hearing on the hearing report .contained in the 
planning program. 
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Palo Alto Flood Basin - This project provides for continua¬ 
tion with the County Parks and Recreation Department and the 
City of Palo Alto in defining the ultimate basin configuration 
A part of this project would be a flood routing analysis to 
determine the flood handling capability of the basin in its 
present configuration. 

North Central Zone 


Calabazas Creek - Work on this project consists of the 
completion of the concrete channel lining between Pomeroy 
and Lawrence Expressway, the installation of concrete lining 
and replacement of bridges between the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and El Camino Real, the design for construction of 
the reach between Bayshore Freeway and the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, the construction of a debris basin in the vicinity 
of Comer Drive, and the raising of two frontage road bridges 
adjacent to State Route 237. 

San Tomas Aquino Creek - This project will consist of 
the construction of a trapezoidal concrete lined channel 
from Rincon Avenue to Smith Creek and the erection of 
floodwalls on the reach from Smith Creek to the Wildcat 
Creek confluence. Also included are funds to complete the 
cooperative project with the City of Santa Clara for recon¬ 
struction of the Coffin Road and Old Mountain View-Alviso 
Road bridges and the improvement of the creek between the 
bridges required to compensate for subsidence. Also included 
are funds for the construction of a debris retention basin 
at the confluence of Wildcat Creek. 

Saratoga Creek - The hydraulic analysis started in 1971-72 
to determine the best way to improve the creek while conserv¬ 
ing the maximum natural beauty will be continued to comple¬ 
tion. Construction will also be initiated and completed in 
the reach from Fourth Street in Saratoga to Saratoga's 
Wildwood Park including the construction of a new culvert 
under Fourth Street. 

Central Zone 

Alamitos Creek - The designated floodway map will be prepared 
for the entire reach of the creek and property maps and right- 
of-way descriptions will be completed so that real estate 
may be acquired on the reach of Alamitos Creek from the 
Guadalupe Creek confluence to 3,000 feet upstream of the 
Randol Creek confluence. 



Calero Creek - A designated floodway map will be prepared 
for the-entire reach of the creek, and a short reach of this 
creek will-be selected for treatment with vegetative lining 
to test the feasibility of such lining for erosion control, 
together with some landscaping for visual softening. 

Guadalupe River - Funds have been budgeted in this project 
to coordinate activities with the City of San Jose in the 
development of the Park of the Guadalupe concept, to complete 
negotiations and to provide funds to cover litigation and 
payment for required right-of-way in the vicinity of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad bridge in Alviso, for the purchase 
of land for the future river improvement from the Southern 
Pacific Railroad bridge downstream to the County marina, and 
to reconstruct the levees between Montague Expressway and 
Gold Street. This reconstruction has become necessary due 
to subsidence and consolidation of the levees constructed in 
1964. On the upstream reaches of the river, improvements 
will be constructed between Blossom Hill Road and the 
Aimaden Expressway,- including approximately 100 feet of rock 
filled wire gabion revetment placed in the vicinity of the 
District Administration Building as a demonstration project 
to test the acceptance of such treatment, together with 
vegetative lining installed in the vicinity of the gabion 
lining. 

Almendra Creek - This project consists of the construction 
of Almendra Creek from its confluence with Los Gatos Creek 
near Tait Avenue in the Town of Los Gatos. 

Los Gatos Creek - On this project construction will begin 
on the reach from the Guadalupe River confluence to San 
Carlos Street. In the reach from San Carlos Street to the 
future State Route 280 design work will be completed, 
property maps prepared, right-of-way acquired and the utili¬ 
ties will be relocated as necessary. 

Ross Creek - This is an experimental project in which a 
short reach of the channel will be selected for a test of 
treatment with articulated panels as. an alternative to 
concrete lining or sack riprap with some landscaping for 
visual softening. 

Guadalupe Creek - This project consists of the construction 
of a flood plain channel between Aimaden Expressway and 
Camden Avenue. 
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Santa Teresa Creek - A designated floodway imp will be 
prepared for the entire reach on the c eel, 

Randol Creek - Construction of the reach between Bret 
Harte Drive to a point south of Viewpoint Lane will be 
completed, including'selection of a short reach of the 
channel to be selected for treatment with vegetative lining 
to test the feasibility for erosion control, together with 
landscaping for visual softening. 


East Zone 

Designated Floodway Maps - Designated floodway maps will 
be prepared on all creeks in the East Zone, with the excep¬ 
tion of Miguelita Creek. 

Silver Creek Lower - This project will consist of interim 
improvement from Capitol Expressway to Murtha Drive, and 
the completion of negotiations for the required lands in the 
reach between Cunningham Avenue and Norwood Creek. 

Silver Creek Upper 

This project consists of design of channel improvements 
in the form of a trapezoidal concrete lined channel, from 
the upstream point of work completed in 1971-72 (the point 
of diversion) upstream to Silver Creek Road. 

South Zone 


Upper Llagas Creek Watershed Project - The project consists 
of the preparation of property maps and right-of-way descrip¬ 
tions and acquisition of property from south of Masten Avenue 
to north of the City of Morgan Hill. 

Lower Llagas Creek Watershed Project - On this project 
property maps and right-of-way descriptions will be completed 
as will the acquisition of property for the portion of the 
project known as the West Branch of Llagas Creek, Lions 
Creek, Morey Channel and North Morey Channel all of which 
are situated west of U. S. Highway 101 and north of Gilroy. 

Public Law 566 (Upper) - This project provides for non¬ 
reimbursable costs on the Upper Llagas Creek watershed 
project, which will not be paid for with State or-Federal 
funds. 



Public Law 566 (Lower ) - This project provides for non¬ 
reimbursable costs on the Lower LXagas Creek watershed 
project, which will not be paid for with State or Federal 
fund s . 

In the Water Utility Cost Centers construction will be 
instituted or improvements made on the following projects: 

Source of Supply Cost Center 

Anderson Dam and Reservoir - On this project a 24-inch by¬ 
pass valve will be installed. The present outlet consists 
of a 42-inch valve which is subject to cavitation during 
periods of low flow releases. The 24-inch valve will allow 
low flow releases without damaging the 42-inch valve as 
well as allowing the removal and repair of the 42-inch 
valve when required. 

Lexington Dam - This project provides funds to design and 
construct a flow measurement device at Lexington Dam. An 
accurate, rapid responding measurement device is necessary 
to save time of the operators and improve the regulation of 
the system. 

Vasona Dam - This project provides funds to design and 
construct a flow measurement device at Vasona Dam. An 
accurate and rapid responding measurement device is 
necessary to save time of the operators and improve the 
regulation of the system. 

Raw Water Transportation and Distribution Cost Center 

Vasona Pump Station - This project consists of the prepara- ■ 
tion of the IBM 1800 software to display, alarm and log the 
Vasona data and to make the necessary hardware mod ifications 
at Rinconada and Vasona to provide display and control of 
the pump station from the Rinconada Water Treatment Plant. 

Coyote Canal - The construction of the South County Freeway 
by the State of California Division of Highways will require 
the crossing of the Coyote Canal at several locations. The 
State will replace our facilities in kind, but any improve¬ 
ments must be paid for by the District. This project provides 
funds to pay for the incremental increase in cost to improve 
wasteways and turnouts at several locations.

Coyote-Aiamitos Canal ~ The construction of safety spillways 
will be constructed as necessary improvements to provide the 
safe operations of the canal in view of the rapid development 
in the area adjacent thereto. Also included in the project 
is the replacement of a portion of the Coyote-Aiamitos Canal 
siphon at Metcalf Road which is made necessary by the con¬ 
struction of the U. S. 101 Bypass by the California Division 
of Highways. The State will replace the existing siphon 
with a larger one with the District paying for the incremental 
increase in cost. 

Guadalupe Percolation Area - This project provides for 
contract administration, engineering and inspection necessary 
to complete the Guadalupe Percolation Pond. 

Penitencia Percolation System - This project consists of the 
acquisition of land and construction of the percolation 
ponds in the vicinity of Penitencia Creek. 

Los Capitancillos Percolation System - This project will 
consist of constructing fencing around the Los Capitancillos 
Percolation Ponds. 

McClellan Road Percolation Pond - This project consists 
of the appraisal and negotiation and acquisition of the 
land necessary for the construction of the McClellan Road 
Percolation Ponds. 

Water Treatment Cost Center 


Penitencia Water Treatment Plant - This project provides 
funds for the construction of a new water treatment plant 
to serve water on the eastern side of Santa Clara County 
including the adaptation of the Honeywell 316 computer 
now located at the Vasona Pumping Station to provide auto¬ 
matic control of several features of the water treatment 
plant and the Evergreen Pipeline Controls. 

Rinconada Water Treatment Plant - This project provides 
funds for the purchase and installation of a centrifuge in 
order to modify the method of sludge disposal at the 
treatment plant site. Also included are funds to purchase 
and install a pump motor and pipeline to return water from 
the lower drying beds to the treatment plant. 



Treated Water Transportation and Distribution Cost Center 


Mountain View Distributary - This project provides funds 
for predesign liaison activities leading to water service 
to the Mountain View area. 

Evergreen Pipeline -This project consists of the construction 
of the Evergreen Pipeline from the Penitencia Water Treatment 
Plant along White Road to the intersection of White and 
Aborn* including the purchase and installation of remote 
station telemetry equipment and the preparation of telemetry 
system software. 

In the District Cost Center there is one project which will 
complete the construction of major facilities at the Almaden 
Expressway Headquarters area. 

Administration Warehouse Building - The project consists of 
a warehouse for the storage of supplies related to the new 
Administration Building completed in 1971-72 and for the 
existing Maintenance Offices. 


Governmental Program 


Basic Hydrology Project 

This is a continuing project of the District consisting of 
data analysis collected under the Basic Data Collection Project. 
The analysis of the data will result in updating our current 
method of computing design flows and determine the concept of 
optimum reservoir operation rules of our existing reservoir 
system. 

Basic Engineering Project 

This is a continuing project of the District* consisting 
of engineering research studies and engineering data collection, 
resulting in methods of engineering applications of benefit to 
future projects of the District. It includes updating and revision 
of engineering standards and procedures manuals. Included in this 
project is the study of overall flood control programs* defining 
programs for approval by the District's Board and updating the 
five year construction schedule. , 
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Basic Data Collection Project 

This project consists of collection of basic data relating 
to land surface elevations, amounts of rainfall, rates of evapo¬ 
ration, stream flow quantities, depths to groundwater, water 
quality, and items of a similar nature gathered for the purpose 
of creating an historical log which can be used by present and 
future generations in the analysis of District flood control 
and water supply problems. 

Planned Studies - Well Construction Standards 

The purpose of this project is to provide criteria for and 
to establish well construction standards taking into account 
geology, water quality, and water level conditions. 

Planned Studies - Management Information and Decision System 

This project provides funds for the use of the County of 
Santa Clara Computer Center to check out and to debug the pro¬ 
grams required to automate the accounting, financial, and 
mangement reporting systems recommended in the Detail Design of 
Computer Usage Corporation. 

Fish Assistance Project 

This project provides for the movement of fish from various 
waters in the District when it is necessary to dry up the facility. 
The work is done in cooperation with the California Department of 
Fish and Game and County Department of Parks and Recreation. 

Emergency Communications Analysis 

The project consists of the investigation of monitoring and 
telemetry systems and the evaluation of communication techniques 
for collection of remote data to provide information on rainfall, 
streamflow , earth movement at dams and reservoir sites for the 
purpose of providing a rapid ’warning system for events which may 
occur as a result of excessive storms or earth movements. 

Geographic Names 

This project provides the time for District personnel to 
assist in assigning names to creeks and channels for submittal 
to the County and the Federal Government for approval. 
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Flood Insurance Liaison 


This project provides for the updating of flood maps and 
for liaison with cities or other jurisdictions relative to ob¬ 
taining flood insurance. 


Community Employment Project 


This project provides for Di 
community employment programs of 
governmental agencies to provide 


strict participation in 

the types sponsored by other 

training or employment to the 


underemployed, unemployed or those persons requiring a source 
of income to finish their education. 


All of these programs will involved at least partial 
reimbursement from the sponsoring agency and do not normally 
involve persons holding a permanent full time coded position 
with the District or for fully paid temporary help. 


DIRECT AND RECOVERED DISTRICT COSTS 


Direct Costs 


The Governmental Program covers activities which benefit the 
District as a whole and, because of their long term effect, are 
not properly chargeable to projects that are planned, constructed, 
maintained or operated in any given budget year. Such projects 
are in the category of research and development used as a basis 
for all present and future work programs of the District and 
commonly charged by other public agencies to the General Fund of 
such agencies. Consequently, the cost of.the Governmental 
Program is directly charged to the District as a whole. 

Fixed Assets, because' of their long life, are also directly 
charged to the District. The total of the District's Fixed Assets 
Account lias been reduced by over 5100,000 when compared to the 
previous years' budget, even though a new account for office 
furniture, previously carried under Services and Supplies, in 
the amount of approximately $13,000 has been added to the Fixed 
Assets Account. All of the individual accounts either have 
remained at approximately, the same level or have been drastically 
reduced, except for Account 1406, Other Equipment, which includes 
the purchase of two pieces of heavy field equipment totaling 
$49,000. This equipment is specialized in nature, is needed to 
improve the Maintenance Program, and is seldom available on the 
rental market. 
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Recovered Costs 


The District Administr 
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Maintenance .programs, 
ies Account constitute 
charges initially made against the District funds, but later 
spread as applied costs to the various programs and projects 
within the Flood Control Zones, Water Utility Costs Centers and 
the Equipment Working Capital Fund. These programs and costs 
are of a current nature and of immediate annual benefit. These 
expenses are spread to the projects in the other costs centers 
and to the Equipment Working Capital Fund on a labor dollar basis. 


The Services and Supplies Account, when compared to the 
previous years’ budget, has been reduced by more than $23,000. 

A portion of these savings could be accounted for by the fact 
that Contract Services-Legal, and the costs of furniture have 
been transferred to other portions of the budget. However, these 
savings through transfers have been more than offset by new costs 
in the amount of almost $52,000 to cover charges incurred for the 
June and November elections and the costs of maintaining the new 
District Headquarters Complex on Almaden Expressway. The reduction 
in budgeted amounts for services and supplies results from a 
leveling off of District activities and more realistic budgeting 
based on historical expenditures of the District since its consoli¬ 
dation with the Santa Clara Valley Water Conservation District in 
1968. 


PERSONNEL REQUIREMENTS 


Until the occupation of the District's new Administrative 
Headquarters, inadequate facilities precluded the proper augmenta¬ 
tion of District work forces to keep abreast with the normally 
increasing work load associated with a growing community or to 
adequately handle problems that have been raised by the public 
such as environmental enhancement. The proposed additions to the 
District staff will allow the District to eliminate deficiencies 
that have developed over the past two or three years and to under¬ 
take new programs desired by the public. 

The continued growth within the County has created demands 
for increasing the normal activities of the District. This is 
clearly illustrated by the activities of the Ordinance Adminis¬ 
tration project which involves subdivision reviews,- flood reports, 
land development, permits - issued by the District for work within 
creeks in or adjacent to District right-of-ways and the associ¬ 
ated correspondence. During the period from March 1968 to March 
1972, the work load in Ordinance Administration has approximately 
doubled. 
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Nine man-years are necessary to eliminate past deficiencies 
in the normal work load activities of the District and to provide 
for some expansion during the coming year. This addition will 
provide for efficient ordinance administration, real estate 
acquisition, property management, engineering coordination, 
drafting, maintenance record keeping, and a minor expansion in 
water quality and pollution activities. 

During the last two fiscal years the District has been con¬ 
fronted with new problems and new laws that have created a greater 
work load. Recent State legislation now makes it mandatory that 
appraisals are required prior to negotiations for property 
acquisition and during the course of acquisition effort must be 
expanded in the area of relocation assistance. Additionally, 

State and Federal agencies have established administrative pro¬ 
cedures pursuant to State and Federal laws which require that 
the District obtain permits for much of its construction and 
maintenance activities. These new laws and administrative regula¬ 
tions require the addition of one and a half man-years in order 
to provide adequate real estate appraisal, relocation assistance, 
and coordination of maintenance activities with the Corps of Engi¬ 
neers, the Department of Fish and Game, the State Water Quality 
Control Board and the BCDC. 

During the past two years the emphasis on environmental en¬ 
hancement has been dramatic. In order to achieve public acceptance 
of construction and maintenance projects, much time is spent in 
neighborhood meetings with property owners and homeowner's associ¬ 
ations discussing and preparing alternative designs. Environmental 
impact reports also are now prepared on all planning projects as 
well as construction projects. In the area of environmental 
enhancement, seven and one-half man-years are required; three and 
one-half to make up for past deficiencies and four man-years to 
undertake new landscaping projects and to operate new equipment 
to improve flood control facility maintenance. 

Six permanent positions are required for administrative 
support in areas of key punch operation, accounting and clerical 
support. It should be pointed out that the above personnel 
requests are offset by a reduction in budgeted expenditures for 
temporary help and overtime equivalent to approximately three and 
a half man-years. The major portion of this offset is related to 
the real estate activities and administrative support. 
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The Equipment Working Capital Fund was established by the 
Board of Directors for the purpose of maintaining, operating and 
replacing three types of mobile equipment owned by the District. 

Type I equipment consists of sedans and pickup trucks; Type II 
equipment consists of heavy t rucKs; an d Type ill equipment consists 
of heavy operating equipment such as bulldozers, gradalls, drag¬ 
lines and other similar types of equipment used for the maintenance 
of District projects. The Equipment Working Capital Fund is self- 
supporting with all costs of the fund being charged as direct 
costs to various programs and projects in all District cost centers. 
The expenses of the Equipment Working Capital Fund will be recovered 
by a charge of mileage rates on Type I equipment, and hourly rate 
charges on Type II and Type III equipment.
